with its opening facing the sea. 

Inside the building were eight or ten "stalls" large enough to house an 
MTB. There were MTB's in all of the "stalls". The building appeared to be 
constructed of concrete. 

6* THE HARBOR: At Pier No. 2 was a very excellent concrete pier with good crane 


equipment, including heavy-lifting cranes.
